(5) All combatantsshall be matched by weight and height and beevenly

matched within a maximum of a two ounce differ ential.

(6) A veterinarian shall certify thecombatantsready for combat within

forty-eight hours of the commencement of each match.

(7) Every match shall haveaveterinarian in attendancewho hasthefull

power to safeguard the health of both combatants.

(8) Each combatant shall wear sparringmuffsor fowl safety boxing gear

at all timesduring the boxing match.

(9) No admission fee or ticket is sold to the public with the primary

pur pose being to view the chicken boxing.

(10) No gambling or wagering is permitted with respect to the chicken

boxing match.

(11) The provisions of this Subsection shall not be construed as

cockfighting as prohibited in R.S. 14:102.23, participation in cockfighting as

prohibited in R.S. 14:102.24, or cru€lty to animals as prohibited in R.S.

14:102.1."
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
